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Kingston Council raked in almost 
£6m from traffic fines last year - 
more per head than any other 
south-west London borough. 

Kingston’s haul for 2014-15 - due 
to be officially published next 
month - is triple that paid in Sut¬ 
ton, which has a larger population. 

Penalty charge notice (PCN) fig¬ 
ures include parking fines, bus 
lane violations and moving traffic 
fines. 

Stopping just for a second in a 
box junction will result in the 


motorist being sent a PCN in the 
post. 

The huge sum comes despite 
Kingston being the second 
smallest borough in London 
by population, although it 
has the A3 running 
through. 

In its most recent pub¬ 
lished figures, neigh¬ 
bouring Sutton Council 
collected just over £1.6m 
in PCNs in 2013-14. 

However, the authority 
does not enforce box junction 
fines - unlike Kingston, which 
made £709,000 from them in the 
past financial year. 

Richmond Council, which also 



collects no money from box junc¬ 
tion fines, gathered less than half 
the amount of Kingston Council 
with £2.7m. 

Kingston Council’s lead 
member for transport 
Councillor David Cun¬ 
ningham said: “Most 
traffic fines come 
from town centres 
and Kingston has an 
extremely busy town 
centre so it might not 
be fair to compare us to 
some other boroughs. 

“I don’t think our traffic fines 
are particularly harsh. 

“I do get some complaints about 
things like box junctions but the 


reason for trying to keep box junc¬ 
tions open is to keep a smooth traf¬ 
fic flow through Kingston. 

“I think we are a very car-friend¬ 
ly administration and we are, for 
example, trialling half an hour 
free parking in some areas.” 

The £5.8m collected was £400,000 
more than the council collected in 
2013-14 despite issuing 4,000 fewer 
parking tickets. 

Councillor Hilary Gander, Liber¬ 
al Democrat member for environ¬ 
ment and transport, said: “I am in 
favour of fines when it helps to 
make things safer, but the figure 
does seem excessive. I would love 
to know more about where exactly 
these fines are coming from.”

MP asks: ‘Are you happy 
for me to run for Mayor?’

Zac Goldsmith has per¬ 
formed a dramatic u-turn 
after announcing his bid to 
run for City Hall in next 
year’s Mayor of London elec¬ 
tion - but only if he wins a 
mandate from the electorate. 

The MP for Richmond Park 
and North Kingston was one 
of the most successful Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament in Greater 
London, being re-elected in 
May with an increased ma¬ 
jority of more than 23,000. 

Mr Goldsmith publicly an¬ 
nounced on Tuesday, June 9, 
four-and-a-half weeks after 
the general election, that he 
hoped to run in next year’s 
Mayoral election. 

Since the announcement, 
constituents have begun re¬ 
ceiving a ballot form, which 
asks: “Do you give your con¬ 
sent to Zac Goldsmith to 


stand for election to be Mayor 
of London?” 

Mr Goldsmith said: “I de¬ 
cided to seek the consent of 
my constituents a week or 
two before I did [announce 
my bid]. There isn’t a pre-pre- 
pared campaign strategy, but 
I will obviously develop one if 
they give me a green light.” 

The Conservative MP has 
been outspoken on his oppo¬ 
sition to expansion at 
Heathrow and his willing¬ 
ness to defy his party if nec¬ 
essary, by triggering a 
byelection if the green light 
is granted. 

Mr Goldsmith said: “Lon¬ 
don needs a Mayor who can 
work with the Government to 
get the resources that Lon¬ 
don needs to deal with mas¬ 
sive pressures on housing, 
transport and policing, but is 
also strong enough to stand 
up to the Government when 
it gets things wrong. 

“But I have just been 
re-elected as MP and it’s

important to know whether 
or not my constituents are 
happy for me to run for 
Mayor. They must have the 
right to say no and it is now 
up to them to decide without 
interference.” 

To be selected as the Con¬ 
servative candidate, Mr Gold¬ 
smith would have to win the 
vote from other Tory 
members but, in his letter to 
residents, he said he would 
seek the Tory vote with the 
consent of his constituents. 


Richmond Council’s deputy 
leader Councillor Geoffrey 
Samuel said of Mr Gold¬ 
smith: “His charisma and 
independent mindedness 
make him an outstanding 
candidate.” 

But Richmond’s Liberal 
Democrat group and defeated 
parliamentary candidate said 
Mr Goldsmith should give up 
his parliamentary seat if he 
wished to take on the role. 

Robin Meltzer, who stood 
for the Lib Dems in this 
year’s election, said: “He re¬ 
mains coy about whether or 
not it is his intention to do 
two jobs if his ambitions 
were to be realised. 

“I believe it is important 
that Richmond Park and 
North Kingston has a full¬ 
time member of Parliament 
at all times.” 

People have until 5pm on 
June 22 to return their ballot 
postcards, stating whether 
they would be happy for him 
to stand.

RUMOURS RIFE 


Stories linking Mr Goldsmith 
to City Hall go as far back as 
2009 and, in April last year, he 
scotched a rumour he would 
do a “job-swap” with current 
Mayor of London Boris 
Johnson. 

During a joint visit to the 
Poppy Factory in October, Mr 
Johnson, now MP for Uxbridge 
and South Ruislip, hinted Mr 
Goldsmith could replace him. 

The Mayor said: “It won’t be 
me [in City Hall], but could 
well be someone else in this 
room.”

Recovering alcoholics and 
drug addicts “don’t stand a 
chance” if they move into 
Surbiton YMCA due to ram¬ 
pant and unchecked sub¬ 
stance misuse among 
residents, it has been claimed. 

The claim surfaced as po¬ 
lice revealed officers had 
been called to the hostel 300 
times in less than two-and-a- 
half years, and have arrested 
people on suspicion of crimes 
including robbery, assault, 
knife possession, drug deal¬ 
ing and sex offences. 

Officers were sent to the 
hostel, next to Sainsbury’s in 
Victoria Road, more than 
once every three days, ac¬ 
cording to figures released by 
police under the Freedom of 
Information Act. 

Nine arrests were made be¬ 
tween January 1 and April 30 
this year alone. 

A resident at the hostel, 
who asked not to be named, 
told the Surrey Comet: “Lit¬ 
erally it’s every day you come 
out of your room and it 
smells of weed, constantly, 
on every floor. 

“What makes it worse is 
there are people who are 
drunk and are having 


conversations with their 
support workers while 
they’re drunk, and no one is 
doing anything about it. 

“It is supposed to be zero- 
tolerance, it’s drilled into 
you. 

“There is a stigma attached 
to the place, but it’s not with¬ 
out just cause. About a 
month ago there was a fight 
out the front. It’s the same 
people doing the same 
things.” 

The source said people with 
substance addictions had 
relapsed after moving into 
the hostel. 

“You can only be around it 
for so long, and if you’re not a 
strong character or strong- 
minded, it’s easy to fall into 
it. You don’t stand a chance,” 
the source said. 

“There have been about 
three or four evictions in the 
past few weeks. They are 
changing the structure of 
how they do things now, 
which means that those who 
sit in their rooms all day 
smoking weed and getting 
drunk are going to have to 
volunteer, or get training or 
work.” 

The YMCA responded by 
saying it had logged just 100 
calls to police from the hostel 
in the period in question, in¬ 
cluding reports of traffic ac¬ 
cidents, missing people and 



lost property. 

Richard James, chief 
executive of YMCA London 
South West, said: “YMCA 
LSW aims both to support the 
people living in the YMCA, 
our members and service 
users to reduce their use of 
alcohol and illegal drugs and 
to ensure that it provides ac¬ 
commodation and services 
that are safe and secure. 

“[It] is committed to work¬ 
ing in co-operation with spe¬ 
cialist agencies and other 
relevant organisations, in¬ 
cluding the police, to meet 
the needs of individuals who 
misuse drugs.” 


A YMCA spokeswoman 
said YMCA Surbiton did not 
have a zero-tolerance drug 
and alcohol policy. 

She said: “YMCA has strict 
policies relating to drug and 
alcohol consumption within 
the building. Actions taken 
with individual residents will 
not be visible or clear to 
other residents in the hostel. 

“While we understand that 
this could create the impres¬ 
sion that issues are not dealt 
with, it is our firm view that 
management and support 
workers at YMCA Surbiton 
go beyond their line of duty 
in providing support to resi¬ 


dents at the hostel and 
ensuring that issues relating 
to drugs and alcohol misuse 
are dealt with appropriately. 

“YMCA LSW does not 
accept convicted sex offend¬ 
ers or people convicted for vi¬ 
olent offences as residents in 
our hostels.” 

Roughly 600 people housed 
by the hostel between Jan¬ 
uary 2013 and May 2015 were 
“supported with a wide range 
of interventions including 
life skills training, literacy 
and numeracy courses as 
well as access to counselling 
services”, the spokeswoman 
said.

Tolworth Girls’ School (TGS) 
will be allowed to fund its 
expansion by selling land for 
more than 100 homes.

Plans to build 83 maison¬ 
ettes in four blocks next to a 
parade of shops on the cor¬ 
ner of Villers Avenue and 
Lower Marsh Lane, at a for¬ 
mer Dairy Crest depot, were 
unanimously rejected, de¬ 
spite officers’ recommenda¬ 
tions to approve it.

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It's a clause 
for concern 

A developer has called on 
Kingston Council to remove 
an affordable housing clause 
from its development plans. 

The Battersea Development 
Company has submitted a 
planning application to “seek 
a revised affordable housing 
obligation” for Willow Court 
in Cambridge Road, Kingston. 

In a letter to the council its 
agent states: “The affordable 
housing obligation as current¬ 
ly agreed makes the proposed 
development scheme unviable 
in current market conditions. 

“Our client wishes to 
amend the affordable housing 
obligation.” 

The current section 106 
agreement calls for one 
shared ownership unit, but 
the developer has applied to 
scrap it in line with the results 
of a “viability study”. 

Councillor Patricia Barn- 
ford, opposition lead member 
for housing, said: “The coun¬ 
cil has a policy of 50 per cent 
affordable housing - this flies 
in the face of that completely. 

“We need better and more af¬ 
fordable housing. This is com¬ 
pletely out of character for the 
area and totally unacceptable.” 

The council recently de¬ 
manded a development in 
Brighton Road, Surbiton, in¬ 
creased its affordable housing 
after finding the developer 
had over-estimated costs by 
£2.6m. 

Comments can be made on 
the application until June 26. 


Council bails out school

Kingston Council is set to bail 
out yet-to-open free school the 
Kingston Academy with a cash 
injection in excess of £600,000. 

Previously our sister paper 
the Surrey Comet revealed the 
new secondary school opening 
in September would put 
children up in a “temporary 
learning village” made up of 
portable classrooms in the rear 
car park of the North Kingston 
Centre. 

The council will pay to do 
this out of its revenue budget. 

Liberal Democrat leader Liz 
Green said: “Why is Kingston 
Council paying for temporary 
classes for a school that is 
being run completely out of 
the free school system? 


“This is a system that An¬ 
drea Craig and Kevin Davis 
and the Tories defend as a 
means of introducing new 
schools. 

“Why did they not stay on top 
of the process? Why are we 
paying for a free school?” 

It is believed some of the 
money from the council pot 
will come from Kingston and 
Richmond Council’s joint 
social enterprise for children’s 
services Achieving for Chil¬ 
dren - even though the service 
has been told to cut £7.5m in its 
first three years. 

Free schools, the brainchild 
of former Education Secretary 
Michael Gove, are autonomous 
of local council control and 
driven by the Education 
Funding Agency (EFA).

Muslim worshippers have 
been praying at a Christian 
church after an accidental 
fire devastated Kingston 
Mosque this week. 

Father Martin Hislop has 
welcomed the Muslim com¬ 
munity into St Luke’s 
Church facilities in Burton 
Road following a fire at the 
nearby mosque in East Road 
on Tuesday. 

The fire left the building’s 
roof and staircase damaged 
on Tuesday evening. 

Members of the mosque 
prayed on Tuesday night and 
Wednesday morning in the 
church’s music room. 

Fr Hislop said: “We are 
happy to rearrange things so 
the Muslim community can 
use our music room for ev¬ 
eryday prayers. We are just 
working out what they need. 

“We are going to do as much 
as we can. It does mean a bit 
of re-jigging - but that’s what 
neighbours do.” 

But he added although he 
would have liked to help 
house the group’s Friday 
prayers, the large numbers 


expected - sometimes more 
than 1,000 worshippers, 
would not be feasible for the 
facilities in Burton Road. 

Faisal Hanjra, trustee at 
Kingston Mosque, said: “We 
managed to pray last night 
and this morning at St Luke’s 
Church. We are so grateful 
for their hospitality. 

“There were people in the 
mosque at the time, but 


thank God no one was in¬ 
jured. There is some signifi¬ 
cant damage to the middle 
part of the mosque so it will 
mean closure for at least a 
couple of days.” 

He said mosque trustees 
were currently looking into 
where today’s prayers could 
be held, but were yet to find a 
venue in the borough. 

Children were among those 


that had to be evacuated at 
about 5.45pm on Tuesday and 
one man was treated for 
smoke inhalation. 

The Metropolitan Police 
said the fire in the Kingston 
Muslim Association building 
was not being treated as 
suspicious.

Childhood memories 
of days at Cooper’s 


My brother, Don Palmer, 
worked at Cooper’s while doing 
a degree course at Kingston 
Technical College in 1947-49 
and, as his kid brother of 14 
years, I loved to tag along. 

At that time they were build¬ 
ing the 500cc models developed 
from the original, made from 
two front ends of a Fiat 500 - 
not, as reported, Formula 1 
cars, but F500, or some 
such. 


This all started after the war, 
which gave people the chance of 
making their own racing car in 
their back yard. 

We lived in Pine Gardens and 
had an experimental elastic 
suspension car in our 
garden. 

The big innovation at Cooper’s 
was bringing back a rear en¬ 
gined car, which is now nearly 
universal in racing cars. 

A book published more than 


10 years ago about John Cooper 
has much more detail. 

Testing down the bypass was 
usual then, as I was there on 
one occasion at the top of Tol¬ 
worth Rise with a silencer at¬ 
tached by string, which always 
broke off, and went down the 
hill to the roundabout. 

The Mini Cooper was some 
time later.
